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Report of Superintendent of Schools 





To the School Board and Citizens of Newton: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. This report deals with the New- 
ton Schools for the school year July 1, 1945 to June 30, 
1946. It is accompanied by vital reports by Mrs. Soule 
and Mrs. Thompson. 


Again I am presenting information about our schools 
in statistical form. Many facts of interest can best be 
shown in this manner. I commend these tables as well as 
the reports of our special supervisors to your attention. 


There have been no changes in the teaching staff since 
my last report. We are fortunate in retaining the services 
of fine teachers. 


The enrollment last year was 100 as compared with 97 
the year.before. The school attendance averaged 90.58 
percent of the membership. Thirteen boys and girls com-+ 
pleted the work of grade eight and all of these entered 
high school with hardly an exception. The Good Citizen- 
ship medal was awarded to Alice Marie Bates. 


During the war America’s educational system made 
vital contributions to victory. Now in peace time, the task 
facing our schools is to help make that victory secure for 
tomorrow’s children. To do that effectively our schools 
must be equipped to meet new needs and responsibilities. 
The most essential and necessary improvements lie in the 
fields of organization, program, personnel, and finance. Re- 
solved into details they will include all the problems that 
affect or limit school efficiency. 


The Crisis in education is well known due to informa- 
tion given both by press and radio. This information is 
fortunate. The public is conscious of the situation:and this 


° 
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gives promise for the future. Teachers’ low salaries and 
over-crowded class rooms are in evidence generally. There 
is a very great shortage of trained elementary teachers. 
There is only slight relief in sight for the next three or four 
years and a severe shortage is indicated over the next five 
or six years at least. 


Substantial salary increases are due devoted teachers. 
They are a must in order to interest teachers as new ones 
are needed. Also higher salaries than those now given, as 
well as a greater appreciation, generally, of the real worth 
to society of services performed by good teachers, must be- 
come evident before substantial numbers of high school 
graduates will enter Teacher Training Colleges and thus 
relieve the shortage. Better buildings and better equipment 
are a common problem. 


Visual education has a great opportunity to aid educa- 
tion in every school district. The armed services made very 
effective use of film strips, models, maps, charts, slides, and 
motion picture films in their training program. This effec- 
tive wartime use of visual aids is giving new impetus to the 
use of similar materials in our schools. Most teachers need 
to learn more about the use of these devices and more funds 
would be needed to finance this work. The improved meth- 
ods of instruction would more than justify the effort. 


Last Summer the silent motion picture machine owned 
by the five school districts which make up our Supervisory 
Union, was exchanged for a Bell and Howell 16 m.m. sound 
machine. Each school should have its own machine, but 
until this time comes we are pleased with what we have. 
I had hopes that each school could have two films on Geog- 
raphy and History each month, but we have not been able 
to keep this schedule. 


We hope that it will be possible, next year, to have an 
art teacher working in the schools on art, much the same as 
Mrs. Thompson does in music. The present broad scope of 
art as a school subject is in great contrast with the ‘‘draw- 
ing’ in many school programs. The major purpose of art 
education, today, emphasizes the development of the en- 
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joyment and appreciation of art.in every phase of daily liv- 
ing for all pupils. Art education still includes instruction in 
the manipulation and use of various art mediums,. but sole- 
ly for enjoyment and for creative self-expression. 


Special activities at Rowe’s Corner in Grades One and 
Two reported were that library books were brought to 
school and read to the children thus providing opportunity 
to hear the best stories. Children of the school assisted at 
the Memorial Day exercises and helped to decorate the 
graves. Much interest has been, aroused in the children’s 
appearance by our “Ready for School” project, correlated 
with their Hygiene. The children of both rooms belong 
to the Junior Red Cross and at Christmas each room filled 
a box for this organization. They also helped collect for 
the March of Dimes. Several snap shots of different things 
in the community were taken to correlate with teaching 
what the community has and does. Times of fun are had 
for the children at Hallowe’en, Valentine Day, Christmas, 
and Closing Day of School. Milk is served at noon to those 
children wishing to buy it. The Third and Fourth Grades 
report that library books have been brought to school and 
ebout half of the children have taken them home to read, 
thus encouraging them to read good books outside of 
school. Scrap books on “‘Transportation’’ were made by the 
Fourth grade when studying that subject.. Health inspec- 
tion has helped the children to learn neatness in their dress 
and correct eating habits. 


The Village: School reports that Grade Six made a 
moving picture while studying Australia. A wooden box 
with window shade rollers was used for a picture machine. 
Freehand drawing, illustrating life in Australia were past- 
ed to a roll of wrapping paper, which was attached to the 
rollers. Stories were given orally about each drawing. This 
activity correlated geography, language, spelling, reading, 
drawing, and arithmetic. Grade Five pupils made a book- 
let to accompany the reading of ‘‘Arlo” by Cobb. Exercises 
or check-tests of all types were given, as well as drawing 
to illustrate certain scenes and make the booklets more in- 
teresting. This type of activity especially emphasizes silent 
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reading which becomes increasingly important in this grade. 
The Seventh and Highth Grades report that there has been 
an attempt to induce in the pupil the desire for an under- 
standing of the world in which he lives and the effort to 
make possible the realization of that desire. In our study 
‘of civics, the citizenship of the individual as a member of 
civil groups and of society as well, is interpreted in its 
broadest meaning. Emphasis is placed upon each one think- 
ing his way through problems and of using complete and 
accurate information. Remedial work in spelling has be- 
come an important part of the school curriculum 


Standard achievement tests were again given dur- 
the year to the children in grades one through eight. The 
Otis Mental Test was given to all in grade four. The results 
of these tests are of great assistance to the teacher in bet- 
ter planning the work for both individuals and the group. 
In most instances our median achievement has been at or 
above the standard set up by the test. 


The exterior of the Village School is greatly improved 
by the painting done last Summer. Plans should be made 
for changing from chemical to flush toilets. A survey should 
be made soon in regard to locating a cesspool and dry well. 
Some remodelling of toilet rooms should be made at time 
of change. Also the question of heat for toilet rooms, so as. 
to prevent freezing of the water. The present tanks have 
surprised us by the way they have lasted. They can hardly 
last much longer. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the 
fine spirit of cooperation on the part of the School Board, 
the Teachers, Local Organizations, and the Community.

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Report of Supervisor of Music 


To Mr. William J. Nelson, Superintendent of Schools: 


It is important that music be included in the daily rou- 
tine of a child’s life. This does not mean that he has actu- 
ally to perform music, but he should have the experience 
of listening to good music. Radio and phonograph provide 
excellent opportunities but to listen intelligently with add- 
ed enjoyment, a child needs adequate musical guidance. 
Our musical appreciation course, which starts in grade one 
and is carried on through the succeeding years works to- 
wards this goal. 


A complete study of the symphony orchestra -is made 
in grades seven and eight. The boys and girls who success- 
fully pass a test on recognition of the musical instruments 
attend a performance of the “Pops’’ in Symphony Hall, 
Boston. Seeing as well as hearing a large orchestra is of 
real value to the students. 


The work in music reading and voice development is 
being carried on as successfully as ever by the teachers on 
whose assistance I rely to such a great extent. I want to 
take this opportunity to thank them for their continued 
help and support. For your cooperation, I am most grate- 
ful.
